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On 021318 at approx. 2000 lirs. I received a call from Detective Sgt. Rodriguez who told me that Officer 
McMahon had been involved in an officer involved shooting in the 400 block of Carolina Street. 

I arrived on scene and was advised by Detective Greenberg that V-Officer McMahon had been 
sequestered at the PD. Detective Greenberg briefed me on the public safety statement Sgt. Darden had 
obtained from Ofc. McMahon and that the suspect had been identified as S-Ronnell Foster. See 
Detective Greenberg's supplemental report for further information as well as a description of the scene. 

While at the scene, I obseived that the window and front door to^| Carolina Street faced the 

scene and appeared to have a good view of the area. There was a closed screen door in the doorway, 
however the front door was open. The apartment lights were on and I could periodically see movement 
through the window and front door. 

andH Carolina Street are separated by a waist high wall. DAI Rister and I walked back out to 
Carolina and around the wall to attempt contact occupants at^^^^^|. As I approached the door, I 
could see a male subject, female subject, and at least one child through the open front door. I knocked 
on the door and aimomiced "police department." The male subject came to the door. I asked the subject 
if he saw what happened and he stated, "no, sir." He then said, "all I heard is a lot of shooting." When 
asked how much shooting he heard he said, "I heard enough shooting to be scared." When I asked if 
anyone in the house saw anything, he said "nope." I obseived that the female subject in the living room 
was shaking her head no. I asked the subject for his name and he said, "Nope. Not really, you can call 
me^M." When pressed, the subject eventually stated that his name was^^^^f with a DOB of^i 
iHfland that he didn't have a phone. It was clear that the subject was not being truthful regarding his 
identity and that he did not want to talk to me. I asked the subject if he did not wish to talk to me and he 
stated, "not really but I'm telling you what I heard and what I saw." 

Later diuing the interview with^^^^J, I learned that the occupants of^^^^^f were| 
and the father of her children, ^^^unknown last.) I later conducted a local RI MS check for|

On 13 FEB 18, at about 1940 hours, I was working as Vallejo Police unit 3A4 with Officer D. 
McLaughlin # 664. We were both wearing a hill police uniform and I was driving hilly marked patrol 
vehicle #148. We responded to the area of Florida Sheet and Marin Sheet in order to assist Officer 
McMahon # 702 with a subject who was fleeing from him. 



W h ile en route to the area, Officer D. McLaughlin and I were concerned for Officer McMahon because 
we did not know his exact location and he was not responding to dispatch. As we drove closer to Florida 
Street and Marin Street, Officer McMahon said that shots were fired at 415 Carolina Street. Officer 
McMahon sounded out of breath and upset. 

We drove into Kissell Alley which is located to the South of 415 Carolina Street. Officers Bahou # 662 
and Blain # 642 were in front of us in their patrol vehicle. We exited our vehicle and entered the yard of 
415 Carolina Street. 

Once in the yard, I assisted Officers with detaining the suspect in handcuffs. The suspect was placed in 
handcuffs without incident. After the suspect was safely detained in handcuffs, we provided medical aid 
by applying chest seals to him. Vallejo Fire Department personnel arrived on scene soon after. 

After Vallejo Fire Department personnel arrived on scene, I put crime scene tape up around the scene. 

After putting crime scene tape up. Officer D. McLaughlin and I were tasked by Sgt. Darden # 529 with 
driving a witnessf back to the Vallejo Police Department. We drove W1 back to the 

Vallejo Police Department without incident. 

My Taser body camera was activated during this incident. This recording was labeled with the case 
number and downloaded to the server as evidence item 663-1.

On 13Febl8 at approx 1940 lus, I was working with Ofc R. McLaughlin (Badge # 663) as Vallejo PD 
patrol unit 3A4. We were wearing hill police uniform and were operating hilly marked patrol vehicle # 
148. We responded to the area of Florida St and Marin St in order to assist 3P1 (Ofc McMahon Badge # 
702) who had a subject fleeing from him. 

While responding to cover Ofc McMahon, we both noted that he was not contacting dispatch with any 
updates. I know from my training and experience that bicycle/foot pursuits are inherently dangerous. 
Due to the above listed information, the seriousness of this call significantly elevated in my mind. 

As we drove closer toward the last known location of Ofc McMahon, he alerted dispatch that he had 
shots fired at 415 Carolina St. Ofc R. McLaughlin pulled our patrol vehicle into Kissell Alley just south 
of 415 Carolina St. 

As we exited our patrol vehicle, we obseived Ofc Baliou (Badge # 662) and Ofc Blain (Badge # 642) 

J exiting their patrol vehicle directly in front of us. We all made our way to Ofc McMahon. Ofc 
McMahon appeared visibly upset and appealed to be out of breath. 

The suspect was safely detained and placed into handcuffs. Once the scene was safe other VPD Officers 
and I provided medical aid to the suspect. The Vallejo Fire Department responded a short time later a 
took over providing medical aid to the suspect.

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On 021318 at approx. 2000 his. Ireceived a call at home from Detective Sergeant Rodriguez. He told 
me there had been an officer involved shooting in the 400 block of Carolina St. and Ofc. McMahon was 
the actor. Sgt. Rodriguez asked me to respond to the scene to assist in the investigation. He told me the 
Solano County OIF protocol had been invoked. 



I arrived at to 415 Carolina St. at approx. 2040 his. I walked through the scene and noticed the car that 
was assigned to Ofc. McMahon was facing west on Carolina St. just west of Maim St. I saw a bicycle 
that the suspect, later identified as (S)-Foster, had been riding. I walked west almost the entire block to 
415 Carolina St. where the incident happened. I spoke with Sgt. Darden who briefed me on the incident. 

Sgt. Darden told me the suspect was identified as (S)-Romiell Diangelo Foster. Sgt. Darden told me 
Ofc. McMahon advised over the radio he was attempting to stop a man on a bike near Marin St./ 
Carolina St., and the man failed to yield and was riding away. At the comer of Marin St./ Carolina St. 
Foster got off of the bike and began running with Ofc. McMahaon chasmg him. There was a long radio 
silence and Sgt. Darden was asking for an update. Ofc. McMahon’s next radio transmission was "Shots 
fired." When he arrived, Sgt. Darden asked Ofc. McMahon public safety questions and brought him to 
the station to be sequestered by Ofc. D. Jones. He placed Ofc. McMahon's body camera on the docking 
station to download the video. 

I walked through the scene at 415 Carolina St. 415 was in black letters facmg the street on the north 
west comer of the building. There is a door to the residence to the left of the address numbers. Along 
the right (west) side of the house was a narrow walkway leading to apartments in the back of the 
address. I walked south along the path and came across taser wires lying on the ground. I continued 
down the path and foirnd a cell phone further south along the path. 

At the bottom of the pathway was a bank of mailboxes for the apartments. The ar ea was illuminated by 
one light bulb. I did not notice any other path lighting and no porch lights of the nearby apartments were 
on. I saw a sign saying the are was recorded by video, however, I didn't locate any cameras.

At the bottom of the stahway I foimd (S)-Foster covered with a yellow blanket. His head was to the 
south and his feet were to the north. I was unable to notice any gunshots on Foster. He was handcuffed 
and laying partially on his left side. Some items had been removed from his pockets while being tended 
to by officers. I noticed a glass pipe with bulb at one and bum marks which I recognized from my 
training and experience as a pipe used to smoke methampketamine. I saw several evidence placards 
marking shell casings. 



I collected body cameras from Sgt. Darden, Ofc. Blain, Ofc. Baliou, Ofc. R. McLaughlin, and Ofc. D. 
McLaughlin. I returned to the station and placed them on the dock to download the videos. I watched 
Ofc. McMahon's body camera video and noticed the following: 

There was no sound for the first 30 seconds. Ofc. McMahon activated the camera immediately after 
firing his weapon. The video played the last 30 seconds before he activated the camera and there is no 
audio. It begins with Foster on the ground and Ofc. McMahon using his taser in drive stun mode as he 
applies it to Foster. Theres a struggle and it appears Foster grabs the flashlight from Ofc. McMahon 
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before the shots are filed. 


Ofc. McMahon's flashlight was not at the scene where it showed to be in the video. I learned Ofc. 
Baliou had picked up the flashlight to use it at the scene and was still in possession of it. 



I attending a briefing along with other detectives and investigators from the district attorney's office. I 
was assigned to the B Team with Det. Schillinger and Investigator Vicki Rister from the Solano County 
District Attorney's Office. We were tasked with interviewing Officers Blain and Baliou and BB 


The three of us interviewed Ofc. Bahou. The interview was recorded and booked into evidence. For his 
exact statement, refer to DVD. Ofc. Bahou told us the following: 

Ofc. Bahou stated he was working as a two man car assigned to beat 2, call sign 3A2, with Ofc. Blain. 
Ofc. Bahou was driving their marked patrol car. At approx. 1940 hrs. he was at the station with Ofc. 
Blain and they were just leaving. He heard Ofc. McMahon say he was attempting to stop a subject on a 
bicycle for vehicle code violation and the subject was taking off. Ofc. Bahou said they responded code 3 
and heard Ofc. McMahon advise of "Shots filed" over the radio. He then drove to the south Carolina St. 
alley, named Kissell Alley, in the 400 block. A WMA opened a gate leading from the alley into the 
courtyard. He and Officer Blain entered the courtyard area. Officers Dave and Ryan McLaughlin 
arrived at the same time and the four of them went into the courtyard together.

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He saw Ofc. McMahon standing to the left and a BMA laying on top of some bushes to the right. As a 
group they contacted the BMA and placed him handcuffs and the other officers stalled life saving 
measures. 

I asked about the lighting in the courtyard and Ofc. Bahou said "It was dark, really dark." He said there 
were no street lights on and I asked if any of the apartments had the porch light on. He believed the imit 
to the east of the courtyard had theirs on, but to the awnings and other structures in the courtyard, it did 
not illuminate the area and he again said "It was dark." 

I asked about his uniform and equipment. He told me he was still wearing the uniform he was wearing 
at the time of the incident. He does cany a flashlight, however, his flashlight was in the police station 
charging. I asked if he earned a second light on him. Ofc. Bahou said the only other light he carries is a 
weapon light on his firearm. 



I asked how he came into possession of Ofc. McMahon's flashlight. Ofc. Bahou said while officers were 
rending aid to the suspect, he saw the flashlight on the ground near the feet of the other officers. He 
thought one of them put it on the ground to fr ee up their hands. He picked up the flashlight and 
illuminated the area so the officers could tend to the suspect. 


At some pomt after, he started a crime scene log and realized he needed to return the light to the owner. 
He asked officers whose light it was when Ofc. Blain told him she believed it was Ofc. McMahon's. He 
then kept it on the front seat of his car and he was going to place it in a bag and give it to investigations. 
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On Tuesday, February 13, 2018, at 2358 horns. Detective Josh CAITHAM, DA Investigator Paul 
WILCOX and I conducted an interview of Officer MCMAHON #702. Also present was^| 
of Rains, Lucia, Stem, St. Phalle & Silver representing Officer MCMAHON. 



When asked. Officer MCMAHON advised that he has been with the Vallejo Police Department since 
July of 2017. He advised he has approximately seven years in law enforcement beginning with the 
Sausalito Police Department where he was a detective as well as a firearms instructor. He left the 
Sausalito Police Department and went to work for Central Marin Police Department as a patrol officer. 

When asked about his training. Officer MCMAHON advised he had over 1,400 horn s of POST certified 
training, including POST certified investigations courses, firearms training for rifle, pistol, and shotgun, 
and tactical training. He advised he attended a tactical lifesaver course. He advised he has been to 
classes to determine if people are under the influence of dings and alcohol and various report writing 
classes. 

Officer MCMAHON is currently assigned to graveyard patrol Monday through Thursday from 2130 
horns to 0730 horns. However, he advised that he came in early for tonight’s shift for overtime, 
beginning at 1630 horns. He was due to work until 0730 horns in the morning. Officer MCMAHON 
advised that on Monday he worked the same shift, coming hi at 1630 horns and working until 0730 
horns. 

When asked when he last slept. Officer MCMAHON advised that he went to sleep at approximately 
0845 horns and woke up at approximately 1400 horns. Officer MCMAHON’s call sign tonight was 3 
Paul 1. 

WTien asked how he was dressed for his shift tonight. Officer MCMAHON advised he was in a full 
Vallejo Police Department uniform, stating that there is a badge on his chest which has his badge 
number and Vallejo Police. He advised the uniform is solid blue and he has department shoulder patches 
on his shoulder. He further advised he was wearing a duty belt, which carries his patrol equipment. 
WTien asked if he was chiving a patrol vehicle, he advised he was. He told me he was driving Vallejo 
Police vehicle number 160, which is a fully marked police patrol vehicle that has the Vallejo Police 
emblems on it, is black and white in color, and has emergency lighting equipment on top. 

When asked. Officer MCMAHON told me that his duty weapon is a Glock 21, which is .45 caliber. It 
has a 13-round magazine with one round in the chamber for a total of 14 rounds. Officer MCMAHON 
advised it is standard procedure to cany it fully loaded with 14 rounds. He indicated that it was his 
personally owned firearm and not department issued. Officer MCMAHON advised that on this night, he 
was carrying his firearm with 14 rounds. He said that he carries three spare magazines on his person and 
he was using department issired ammunition. I asked Officer MCMAHON if he was carrying any 
additional weapons and he advised he had a Glock 30 SF in Iris left pants pocket. Officer MCMAHON 
further advised that he cariies an X26P taser; he carries OC spray; and a baton. 


I asked Officer MCMAHON if he had been afforded the opportunity to watch his body camera footage 
of the incident. Officer MCMAHON advised that he was told he could review it if he chose to; 
however, he has decided to proceed with the interview based on his recollection of the events and chose 
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not to watch the video. When asked. Officer MCMAHON’s attorney advised that he had viewed the 
body camera footage. 




When asked about the incident, Officer MCMAHON told me that he had just cleared a call on Marin 
Street (CAD 1802130158) and he was driving eastbound on Capitol Street and came to the intersection 
of Capitol Street and Sonoma Boulevard. At this time he observed a subject riding a bicycle in and out 
of the roadway in the northbound lanes (of Sonoma Blvd) from the Capitol Street stairs area. Officer 
MCMAHON advised that he is aware of the high number of vehicle versus pedestrian fatalities that have 
occurred recently in the city of Vallejo and he thought he would take this opportunity to educate the 
public on the dangers that this person was creating for himself and the traffic on Sonoma Boulevard. 

Officer MCMAHON advised that he was about to initiate a stop on the subject for not having a light on 
his bicycle and moving in and out of the roadway as he was. He indicated that this subject saw him and 
had a “deer in the headlights look.” Officer MCMAHON advised that that was not a normal reaction in 
his experience. He indicated that in his experience when people see police officers, they either cuss at 
you, wave at you, or stare at you. He said that based on the way this person was looking at him, he 
believed that “something was wrong.” He advised that the subject then immediately fled northbound on 
Sonoma Boulevard riding in the lanes of traffic. Officer MCMAHON activated his emergency lighting 
equipment and siren and pointed his spot light at the subject. Officer MCMAHON states that the 
subject then stopped his bicycle just prior to Florida Street. 

Officer MCMAHON advised that when the subject stopped, he stopped on the sidewalk and bladed his 
stance to conceal the right half of his body behind a van, which was parked on the street. Officer 
MCMAHON stated that he thought this was odd. 

Officer MCMAHON then advised that he had just read an article that sent out by another officer about 
attacks on police officers and how subjects often blade their stance prior to attacks and he advised he 
was cognizant of that fact. When asked. Officer MCMAHON advised that he believed it was an article 
sent out by Officer MCCARTHY. 

Officer MCMAHON then he began talking to the subject. He introduced himself as Officer 
MCMAHON with the Vallejo Police Department and stated that his riding pattern was erratic. Officer 
MCMAHON then asked him to come over and sit in front of his car stating that the subject’s 
mann erisms were such that he did not want to leave the cover of his vehicle because he had a feeling 
that “something’s not right.” Officer MCMAHON states that at that time, the subject immediately took 
flight headed northbound on Sonoma Boulevard. Officer MCMAHON got back into his patrol vehicle, 
notified Dispatch that he had a suspect that was fleeing from him on a bicycle and that they are now 
passing Carolina towards Florida. Officer MCMAHON indicated that the suspect was weaving in and 
out of traffic on his bicycle. He states that they tinned westbound onto Florida Street at which time the 
subject cut through the chiuch parking lot on the (southwest) comer of Florida and Sonoma Blvd. 


Officer MCMAHON advised that he knew that he could not get his vehicle through there from prior 
experience so he drove down to Marin Street with his lights and sirens activated. He then turned 
southbound on Marin Street and caught up with the subject at Marin and Carolina. Officer MCMAHON 
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advised that he and the suspect turned westbound (on Carolina) at which time the suspect fell off his 
bike. Officer MCMAHON exited his patrol vehicle, went around the back side of his patrol vehicle and 
initiated a foot pursuit with the suspect. Officer MCMAHON ordered the suspect to stop several times, 
stating, “Hey, Police Department. Stop. You’re under arrest. Stop running.” Officer MCMAHON 
advised that the suspect kept miming and he saw him reaching for his waistband. Officer MCMAHON 
advised he yelled at the subject “Don’t reach for your waistband. Get your hands away from your waist.” 
Officer MCMAHON believed that the suspect may be aimed with a firearm or some other type of 
weapon, stating that he knows from his training and experience that when suspects run that they reach in 
their waistband to feel then weapon and make sine it is there. 



Officer MCMAHON advised that the suspect continued to disobey his orders. He stated that when he 
was approximately 10 to 15 feet away from the suspect he utilized his department issued taser in an 
attempt to apprehend the suspect. Officer MCMAHON states he filed the taser at which time he knew 
that one probe stuck in the suspect’s back, but he does not believe the second probe made contact 
because the suspect was not incapacitated, which you normally see with a successful deployment of a 
taser. Officer MCMAHON advised that the suspect continued to run, at which time Officer 
MCMAHON re-holstered his taser, continued to issue commands, such as, “Hey, stop running. Police. 
You’re under arrest.” The suspect disobeyed and kept running while looking back at Officer 
MCMAHON with his hands in his waistband. Officer MCMAHON indicated that he was still unsure if 
the suspect was aimed. He stated that he was trying to get traffic out on the radio, but he could not get 
his radio traffic out based on other officers’ radio traffic. Officer MCMAHON advised that the suspect 
then turned southbound in between houses indicating that there was a pathway between the houses that 
sloped down towards the alleyway. He described the area that the pathway went to as a foyer and then 
he described it as a small area with concrete, wood, and bushes. He states that as the suspect was 
r unnin g, the suspect fell, at which time Officer MCMAHON was able to catch up to him. 

Officer MCMAHON advised that the suspect got up, at which time he pushed him back down to keep 
him on the ground, stating that the suspect then fell down two or three stairs. Officer MCMAHON 
states that he got on top of him, stating “Police. Keep your hands away from your waistband.” Officer 
MCMAHON advised that the suspect was tiying to get up and “alligator roll” away from him. When 
asked what Officer MCMAHON meant by alligator roll, he stated that the suspect was tiying to quickly 
turn to get up while Officer MCMAHON was next to him. Officer MCMAHON stated that he was 
telling the suspect to stay on the ground and to show him his hands, but the subject was not listening to 
him. Officer MCMAHON advised that, at this point, he could see the suspect’s right hand, but could 
not see his left hand. Officer MCMAHON advised he, again, drew his taser believing that with the one 
probe in his back, perhaps, he could complete the circuit by chive stunning and possibly incapacitating 
the suspect.

Officer MCMAHON advised he utilized his taser and the taser was still ineffective and that the suspect 
continued to tiy to get up and resist. Officer MCMAHON advised that the suspect was yelling 
something along the lines of “What the fuck? What are you doing?” or something to that effect. Officer 
MCMAHON then indicated he did not know exactly what the suspect was saying, but he knew that he 
was not happy. 
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Officer MCMAHON stated that with his taser not being effective, he had his flashlight in his hand and 
he decided to use his flashlight as an impact weapon as he had been previously trained defensive tactics. 
He stated he wanted to keep the suspect on the ground and he still had no idea if the suspect was armed 
or not. Officer MCMAHON stated that he struck the subject several times with his flashlight. He stated 
he could not say how many times he struck the subject, but that it was no more than five times. 



Officer MCMAHON states that the strikes on the suspect were also ineffective. Officer MCMAHON 
states that, at some point, the suspect was able to “turn and stand up at the same time he ripped the 
flashlight from my hand.” Officer MCMAHON stated that, at that time, he recognized he was “all out 
of options for the most pail.” He reiterated that he tried his taser and that did not work: he had been in a 
foot pursuit; he was wrestling on the ground with him ; he was not obeying commands. Officer 
MCMAHON stated he feared for his life. Officer MCMAHON advised that he knows from his training 
and experience that if the suspect was to hit Officer MCMAHON in the head with his flashlight, he 
could be knocked unconscious, have his weapon taken from him and be killed with his own weapon. 
Officer MCMAHON further advised that he knew that simply being hit in the head with his flashlight 
could lead to his death. 

Officer MCMAHON stated, “Without even thinking about it, I had my firearm out.” He indicated that 
as subject was coming upwards with the flashlight, he discharged his firearm, “eliminating the threat.” I 
asked Officer MCMAHON how many times he discharged his firearm and he stated “I wanna say four 
or five times, but I’m not exactly sine.”

When asked what happened after that. Officer MCMAHON stated that the suspect immediately dropped 
the impact weapon (the flashlight) and fell into the bushes and was motionless. Officer MCMAHON 
stated that he was able, at that point, to get his location out to Dispatch via radio. 

At this point. Officer MCMAHON became visibly emotional, his speech became choked up and his eyes 
began to water. I asked Officer MCMAHON if he needed to take a break. He advised he did not.

I asked Officer MCMAHON what he thought would have happened if he did not fire his weapon and he 
replied, “that he was gonna kill me.” Officer MCMAHON then stated his thought was “Oh shit, this guy 
just took my light from me. We’re fighting and nothing I’ve used on him is working. He is gonna 
smack me hi the head. He’s gomia take my gun and shoot me or he’s gonna beat me down with my own 
flashlight and there’s nobody here to help me and nobody knows where I’m at.” 

I asked Officer MCMAHON to go back to the beginning of the incident when he fu st saw the suspect 
and describe what he looked like. Officer MCMAHON advised that the suspect was a black male adult, 
approximately mid-30s. He was wearing a dark colored hooded sweatshirt, light jeans and he was on 
either a white or yellow bike. I asked Officer MCMAHON if he recognized the suspect and he advised 
that he did not. I asked Officer MCMAHON if, at any point diuing the incident, he recognized the 
suspect. Officer MCMAHON stated that he did not know who he was, he just wanted him to stop and 
talk to him about the safety violations. 


I asked Officer MCMAHON to talk to me about when the suspect stopped on Sonoma Boulevard. 
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Officer MCMAHON advised that when the suspect stopped, he concealed the right side of his body 
behind a van that was parked on the east side of the road facing north, which Officer MCMAHON 
believed was odd. 


When asked. Officer MCMAHON indicated that the suspect was still on the bike, but he had both feet 
down. He could not see the suspect’s right hand because it was concealed by the van. He could see a 
portion of the left side of the suspect’s body. 





When asked what happened when Officer MCMAHON tried to talk to the suspect. Officer MCMAHON 
stated that the suspect bladed his stance, which was an mdication to him that something was not right. 

He did not want to come over to where Officer MCMAHON was at and stated that he refused to listen to 
his orders to come out in front of his vehicle. Officer MCMAHON stated that he said, “Hey look, I just 
wanna talk to you about some of his (your) bike riding actions.” Officer MCMAHON advised that the 
suspect was looking around, which he recognized to be pre-flight indicators and then he did take off. 
Officer MCMAHON states he then got back into his vehicle. The vehicle lights were already activated 
and chased the suspect northbound on Sonoma. He states he updated Dispatch to what was going on. 

Officer MCMAHON advised the suspect turned west onto Florida Street, made a sharp southbound turn 
through the chinch parking lot. 





I reminded Officer MCMAHON that he mentioned that at some point the suspect fell off his bike. I 
asked Officer MCMAHON to talk to me about that. Officer MCMAHON stated that when the suspect 
was going through the parking lot, Officer MCMAHON drove to Marin Street in an effort to cut the 
suspect off. Officer MCMAHON advised he knew the area and he believed he knew where the suspect 
was going to go. Officer MCMAHON stated that when the suspect fell off his bike, it was on the north 
part of the sidewalk (on Carolina). Officer MCMAHON states he got out of his vehicle and went around 
the back of the vehicle and, at that point, the suspect had gotten up. I asked Officer MCMAHON if the 
suspect was riding on the sidewalk and he stated no, he had been riding in the middle of the street and 
then fell advising the suspect fell in front of a parked car.

I asked Officer MCMAHON where he was when the suspect fell off his bike. Officer MCMAHON 
indicated that he was behind the suspect. Officer MCMAHON stated that there was a parked car parked 
on the side of the street and the suspect fell in front of the car while Officer MCMAHON was towards 
the rear end of the car. Officer MCMAHON advised he got out of his vehicle and ran around to the 
sidewalk because he believed the suspect was going to run to the sidewalk but the suspect ran 
southbound. 

I asked Officer MCMAHON if he was still in his vehicle when the suspect fell off his bike and he stated 
he was. I asked how far away Officer MCMAHON’s vehicle was from the suspect at this time and he 
stated approximately 15 or 20 yards. I asked Officer MCMAHON if, at any point, did his vehicle come 
into contact with the suspect on his bicycle. Officer MCMAHON advised that it did not. I asked Officer 
MCMAHON which direction the suspect began running. Officer MCMAHON mdicated that the suspect 
was running westbound, but was running across the street hi a south to southwest direction. Officer 
MCMAHON states that the suspect continued west on Carolina with his hands in his waistband. Officer 
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MCMAHON was ordering him to stop and announcing himself as the police and telling him to get his 
hands out of his waistband. Officer MCMAHON states that he deployed his taser, which was 
ineffective. I asked Officer MCMAHON if he remembers where he was when he deployed his taser and 
he stated he did not. Officer MCMAHON then stated that he knows it was before he and the suspect 
went down the walkway of 415 Carolina. Officer MCMAHON states he remembers getting tangled up 
in the taser wires before the walkway. Officer MCMAHON advised that he saw one of the probes hit 
the suspect in his back, but he was not siue where the other probe went, but he knew the taser was 
ineffective based just on the soimd the taser was making and the fact that the suspect was not 
incapacitated from it. 



I asked Officer MCMAHON to talk to me about his tra inin g in regards to the taser. Officer 
MCMAHON advised that at the three law enforcement agencies he has worked for, he has utilized the 
taser. He has had several taser deployments on suspects, indicating that some have been successful and 
some have not been successful, hi each department where he carried a Taser, he was provided 
department training on it. Officer MCMAHON indicated that he recognized the taser was ineffective 
based on the loud “clacking sound” that it was making and the fact that the suspect was not immediately 
incapacitated. 



When asked what happened next. Officer MCMAHON indicated that the suspect was still grabbing for 
his waistband and looking back at him. Officer MCMAHON began thinking about what the suspect was 
hying to do. Officer MCMAHON thought the suspect might be reaching for a weapon. Officer 
MCMAHON indicated that because he could not get out on the radio what was happening as he was 
going down this pathway, his thought process was to take the suspect into custody and then let Dispatch 
know where he was. 

I asked Officer MCMAHON if the suspect was talking to him at this point and he advised he was not. I 
asked Officer MCMAHON if the suspect said anything to him up to this point and Officer MCMAHON 
advised nothing that he could remember. I asked Officer MCMAHON if the suspect said anything to 
him back at the van. Officer MCMAHON advised that the suspect said something, he could not 
remember what it was, but he thought it might have been something along the lines of, “Man, stop 
messing with me.” I asked Officer MCMAHON what happened as they were running southbound down 
the walkway of the house and Officer MCMAHON advised that they came to an area which he referred 
to as a foyer. He described it as a small enclosed area with bushes. I asked Officer MCMAHON if it 
was fan to call it a courtyard and he advised that it could be a courtyard, stating it was tight quarters. 
There were stahs and bushes. He stated, at the most, it was “ten-by-ten.” He stated that once they got to 
the stairs, the suspect fell just prior to the starts and then got back up again, at which point. Officer 
MCMAHON catches up to him. 





Officer MCMAHON states he made contact with the suspect and pushed him back down. I asked 
Officer MCMAHON if he had a taser in his hand at this point and he advised he had re-holstered it. I 
asked Officer MCMAHON if he used both hands to push the suspect to the ground and he states that he 
does not remember. I asked Officer MCMAHON if he had anything in his hands and he stated he 
believed he had his flashlight in his right hand. I asked Officer MCMAHON if he said anything to the 
suspect as or after he pushed him to the ground. He stated that he said, “Police, you’re under arrest. 
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Stop resisting. Put your hands on top of your head. Don’t put your hands by your waist.” Officer 
MCMAHON says it was at this time the suspect said something like, “What the hick?” advising he 
knew the suspect was “not happy.” 



Officer MCMAHON states that the suspect tried to get up again and pushed him back down to the 
ground. Officer MCMAHON advised that he, again, deployed his taser to make the connection with the 
first probe, but it was ineffective. I asked Officer MCMAHON how many times he tried to drive stun 
down the suspect and he stated he thinks it was at least twice. I asked Officer MCMAHON what the 
suspect was doing as he dr ive stunned him. Officer MCMAHON stated, “Nothing, absolutely nothing. 
He wasn’t screaming. He was still tiying to get up.” I asked Officer MCMAHON if the suspect had any 
kind of visible reaction and Officer MCMAHON stated that he did not have any kind of reaction. I 
asked Officer MCMAHON what happened after he drive stunned the suspect. Officer MCMAHON 
stated the suspect was doing a type of roll in an effort to get up. Officer MCMAHON states he was over 
the suspect at this point and tiying to push him down. He had the taser on the suspect and the taser was 
not working. 

I asked Officer MCMAHON to describe how the suspect was positioned. Officer MCMAHON stated 
that at first, the suspect was in a sitting down, but tiying to get up. Officer MCMAHON then pushed the 
subject back down as he was tiying to drive stun him. When asked the position of the suspect when 
Officer MCMAHON was drive st unnin g him, he stated that he was on his side and his stomach, stating 
that he was laying down on his stomach, but was rolling up. Officer MCMAHON demonstrated by 
rolling his right ami and shoulder backwards and then stated that the right part of the suspect’s body was 
coming up towards him. 





Officer MCMAHON advised that, at this point, he believes he was down on one knee, tiying to hold the 
suspect down and drive stun him with the taser. Officer MCMAHON states he was issuing commands 
at this time. When asked. Officer MCMAHON advised his taser was in his left hand and he believes he 
had his flashlight in his right hand. 
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I asked Officer MCMAHON to tell me what he did when he realized that drive stunning the suspect was 
not working. Officer MCMAHON stated that he had his flashlight in his hand, he bolstered his taser and 
he utilized his flashlight as an improvised impact weapon in which he had been trained to do. Officer 
MCMAHON states that he attempted to strike the suspect in his clavicle and also his aim and those 
strikes were ineffective. Officer MCMAHON believes he hit the suspect less than five ti m es. 

Officer MCMAHON advised that by the time he realized the impact strikes were ineffective, the suspect 
had already ripped the flashlight from his hands and stood up. I asked Officer MCMAHON how the 
suspect was positioned when he was striking him with the flashlight. Officer MCMAHON advised that 
the suspect was on his side, tiying to get up. Officer MCMAHON stated that the suspect’s left aim was 
on the ground and he was rolling towards him and starting to get up. 


Officer MCMAHON states that the suspect was able to get his feet underneath him and get up at the 
same time he grabbed his flashlight and ripped it from him. When asked. Officer MCMAHON stated 
that the suspect used his right hand to rip the flashlight from him. When asked what Officer 
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MCMAHON was doing with his flashlight when the suspect took it from him. Officer MCMAHON 
stated that he was going in for another strike. I asked Officer MCMAHON if the suspect caught the 
flashlight and Officer MCMAHON stated yes. I confirmed with Officer MCMAHON that at the same 
time, the suspect was able to get to his feet and Officer MCMAHON stated “yes.” 




I asked Officer MCMAHON what he did next. Officer MCMAHON stated, “I had an oh shit moment. I 
was like oh my god, this dude just took my flashlight. He’s gonna use it against me. He’s gonna hit me 
in the head, something's gonna happen.” Officer MCMAHON stated he was scared and then Then, “I 
really thought he was gonna use my flashlight against me.” 

Officer MCMAHON stated that, based on his training and experience he is supposed to up the level of 
force if someone uses an impact weapon against him. He was not going to match the force of the 
suspect by using his baton. Officer MCMAHON stated that he then utilized his firearm “instinctively.” I 
asked Officer MCMAHON how far - away he was horn the suspect when he fired and he replied, “point 
blank” and then stated, “no more than an ami’s distance.” 

I asked Officer MCMAHON to tell me about the lighting in the courtyard. He stated that there was a 
small light above the mailboxes, later indicating that the mailboxes were behind him. He stated that 
other than that, it was dark and that he did not see any other lighting whatsoever. I asked Officer 
MCMAHON if he had a good view of the suspect when his flashlight was not shining on him and he 
replied no. I asked Officer MCMAHON if the light was on on his taser and he replied he did not 
remember. I confirmed with Officer MCMAHON that the light was behind him and Officer 
MCMAHON advised that it was. Officer MCMAHON stated that it was dark and that he could not see 
the suspect very well. 

I reminded Officer MCMAHON that he previously told me that he could not see the suspect’s left hand. 

I asked Officer MCMAHON if he was giving the suspect commands about his hands. Officer 
MCMAHON stated that he kept telling the suspect to put his hands on top of his head and not to put 
them towards his waistband. 

Officer MCMAHON was asked to describe what the suspect looked like when he was coming up with 
his flashlight. Officer MCMAHON stated that it looked like the suspect had taken a “boxer type stance 
with a good base” and that the suspect was using a back swing with the flashlight as he was getting up. 
Officer MCMAHON stated that the suspect was now not trying to run away from him and he interpreted 
the suspects actions as an indication that the suspect was thinking ‘we are gonna fight. I’m gonna kill 
you.’ 

Officer MCMAHON was reminded that there was a point earlier in the interview when he got a little bit 
emotional, when he described being in the back yard by himself and no one knowing where he was at 
while fighting the suspect. He was asked to describe the emotions he was feeling. 


Officer MCMAHON stated that he was thinking he can’t believe this guy took his flashlight and used it 
as an impact weapon against him, and then he stated, “I’m not gomg to die back here. I’m not going to 
be a victim. Everything I’ve done has been ineffective.” Officer MCMAHON advised didn’t know if 
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the suspect was under the influence of drugs and still did not know know if he’s aimed or not. Nor did 
he know why the suspect ran. Officer MCMAHON then stated. “I just know that he’s not giving up and 
he’s not going to stop.” When I asked if he was in fear for his life, he stated, “Yes.” 



Officer MCMAHON was asked if at that point the Suspect had any avenues of escape. Officer 
MCMAHON stated that he believed the Suspect could have fled southbound to the alley, behind the 
courtyard. But the way the Suspect was turning on Officer MCMAHON and coming up with the 
flashlight. Officer MCMAHON believed that he didn’t believe the Suspect was going to tiy and run. 

He believed the Suspect was about to use his impact weapon against him. 

Officer MCMAHON stated the knows from his training and experience the flashlight can be used to 
break his hands, knock his weapon away from him , with one hit to head he could be rendered 
unconscious, at which point, the suspect could obtain his firearm. Officer MCMAHON then stated, “It 
was a terrible situation to be put in.” 

Officer MCMAHON was asked what the suspect was doing with his hands immediately after he took 
the flashlight from him. Officer MCMAHON demonstrated with his right hand and stated that his aim 
was coming up in a swinging motion. I asked Officer MCMAHON if he believed the suspect was trying 
to hit him. Officer MCMAHON nodded in the affirmative and stated “yes.” Officer MCMAHON was 
asked to describe the suspect’s stance. He stated that his feet were shoulder-width apait, something 
similar to “a boxer” type stance. He believed that it was a stance that a trained fighter would take. 
Officer MCMAHON advised that he typically doesn’t see normal public taking a fighting stance when 
interacting with police officers, which led him to believe that the Suspect had some kind of framing. 
Officer MCMAHON stated that he thought it was a possibility the suspect may be under the influence of 
a narcotic, based on the fact that his Taser and strikes from his flashlight were ineffective. 

I asked Officer MCMAHON if, at any point, he got a good look at the suspect’s face. Officer 
MCMAHON advised that he had a good look at the suspect’s face while he was stopped behind the van 
on Sonoma Boulevard. I asked Officer MCMAHON if, to his knowledge, if he remembers any contact 
with the suspect. He stated that, to his knowledge, he has had no contact with the suspect. 

I reminded Officer MCMAHON that he told me he observed the suspect riding his bike on Sonoma 
Boulevard. Officer MCMAHON advised that was correct. I asked Officer MCMAHON if the suspect 
had any lights on his bicycle. He advised it did not. I asked Officer MCMAHON if there was traffic on 
Sonoma Boulevard at that time and he advised that there was. 

Officer MCMAHON stated that he was creating a safety condition, which was his original reason for the 
stop, based on the traffic fatalities we’ve had in the last several months. Officer MCMAHON indicated 
that he would have said something along the lines, “Hey, this is what’s been going on (in regards to 
pedestrian fatalities). You need to make yourself safe, so that you don’t get run over, or someone could 
have swerved and caused an accident, hinting innocent bystanders.” 


Officer MCMAHON was asked if his siren was on when the suspect was fleeing from him on his 
bicycle. Officer MCMAHON advised that a siren was intermittent. Officer MCMAHON went on to 
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elaborate that he was turning his siren on and off, and he was verbally telling the suspect to stop, aud 
was using the PA system to advise the suspect to stop. 




Officer MCMAHON was asked if, at any time, he identified himself as police and told the suspect to 
stop advised that he that he did. 

Officer MCMAHON was asked to elaborate on what happened when the suspect took his flashlight. 
Officer MCMAHON stated that, at this point, the suspect was getting up off the ground and that his 
strikes were ineffective. Officer MCMAHON stated that at some point he was coming in for another 
strike with his flashlight, demonstrating with his right hand. Officer MCMAHON stated the suspect 
ripped the flashlight from his hand. When asked what Officer MCMAHON meant by “ripped his 
flashlight from hand,” he stated that he was holding it and that it was a violent motion. 

Officer MCMAHON asked if he had ever been in the back yard before and advised he had not. He was 
asked if knew who lived there and advised he did not. Officer MCMAHON was asked if at any time the 
suspect grabbed his belt or his uniform, he replied he didn’t remember. 

At this point, we took an approximate 13-minute break. 

Upon returning from the break. Officer MCMAHON was asked about what point he activated his body 
camera. Officer MCMAHON advised that he activated his body camera immediately after the shooting. 
I asked Officer MCMAHON if there was any reason why he didn’t activate it earlier. He replied that 
there was a lot of stuff gomg on. He said that while chasing the suspect, he was using his left hand to 
deploy the Taser. He then replied there was a lot going on. Officer MCMAHON was asked if both his 
hands were occupied and he advised that he had his flashlight in his right hand and his Taser in his left 
hand. 

Officer MCMAHON was asked if he remembered at what point the Suspect was handcuffed. He 
advised that he was not present at that time. He stated that he directed officers to his location. And 
upon officers arriving to his location, they immediately began rendering aid to the suspect. Sergeant 
Darden then arrived on scene and asked hi m several public safety questions. After that, he was 
sequestered at the police department with Officer D. JONES. 

Officer MCMAHON was asked to talk about what the suspect was doing at the time he grabbed his 
flashlight. Officer MCMAHON advised the suspect was actively frying to get up off the ground. 

Officer MCMAHON advised that he didn’t remember if the suspect was pushing on him or punching 
him. He just remembers that he was hitting the suspect and it wasn’t working. 

I asked Officer MCMAHON to demonstrate the stance that the suspect took upon grabbing his 
flashlight. Officer MCMAHON stood and took a bladed stance with his right foot in front of his left 
foot, shoulder-width apart. He demonstrated his right aim as coming from a low position around his 
waist and rising up above the shoulder. 


I advised Officer MCMAHON that he keeps describing the suspect as bladed and asked Officer 
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MCMAHON what that meant to him. Officer MCMAHON advised that when he sees that, he believes 
it to be someone that has had training or experience in fighting. He stated that it leads to more power 
when you swing or throw punches. 

Officer MCMAHON stated that the Suspect was in a back-handed motion with the flashlight coming 
towards him. When I asked what he did at that point. Officer MCMAHON stated that he, “instinctively 
drew my firearm and neutralized the threat. I started shooting.” 

Officer MCMAHON was asked to confirm that he was driving Vehicle 160. He advised he was. He 
was asked if that vehicle had a dash camera. He advised it did not. 

Officer MCMAHON was again asked if he knew how many rounds he fil ed and he advised that he 
thought it was four or five, but after the shooting, he did a “round coimf ’ and it was six or seven. When 
asked what he meant by “round count,” Officer MCMAHON advised that he removed his magazine and 
coimted the ammunition he had remaining. 

When asked what direction he was firing his weapon in. Officer MCMAHON advised he was firing in 
easterly direction. 

Officer MCMAHON was asked if his weapon and Taser had been collected. He advised that it had been 
collected as evidence by Corporal Botello. 

The interview was concluded at 0050 horns. 

Officer MCMAHON's interview was recorded on video. I placed the video on a disc and booked it into 
evidence as 680-1. Refer to video for additional details.

CRIME SCENE INVESTIGATION SUPPLEMENTAL REPORT 


On January 17, 2018, I was notified by the Solano County Coroner's Office that they would be 
performing an autopsy of RONELL FOSTER on today's date. I responded to the Solano County 
Coroner's Office to collect evidence and photograph the autopsy. 

I arrived at the Solano County Coroner's Office at approximately 0800 hours. Present during 
the autopsy was Dr. Josselson and Assistant Brynne Caputo. 


I arrived back at the Vallejo Police Department Evidence Section to book the evidence after 
the autopsy. 

PURPOSE OF EXAMINATION 


To attend, photograph and collect evidence from the autopsy of FOSTER. 

EVENT DESCRIPTION 





On February 13, 2018, a Vallejo Police Officer was involved in an altercation while making 
contact with RONELL FOSTER. FOSTER was shot and succumbed to his injuries. 
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FOSTER was transported to the Solano County Coroner's Office. 

On February 15, 2018, I responded to the Solano County Coroner's Office to observe the 
autopsy of FOSTER. 

EXAMINATION RESULTS 


FOSTER was located in a white sealed body bag. The blue seal #136649 was cut at 0824 
hours. 


FOSTER is a black male adult with short curly black hair, black facial hair and a few tattoos. 
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I cut FOSTER'S left hand and right hand fingernails, putting the clippers used in the same bag 
as the nail clippings. 



Foster was wearing a black sweatshirt, black T-shirt, white tank top, light blue jeans with a 
black belt and a badge holder, red plaid boxers, one black sock, one white sock and blue 
shoes. 

Located in Foster's right pant coin pocket were two plastic bindles. These bindles were 
located by Assistant Caputo and provided to me. One bindle had a white powder in it and the 
second had clear crystals. Two pieces of Mamba candy were located in Foster's left front 
pocket. Clear colored stone earrings were removed from Foster's left and right ears and I 
collected them. A gold colored necklace with medallion was removed by Dr. Josselson and I 
collected it. 

A vial of blood was given to me by Assistant Caputo. 

Six bullets were located and I collected the bullets. The bullets were located in Foster's right 
sweatshirt sleeve, right shirt, on the table near Foster's left neck, right chest cavity, left chest 
cavity and right temple. Dr. Josselson located the bullets and I photographed and collected 
them.

I then 
returned to the Vallejo Police Department where I attended a briefing and was assigned to Team B 
consisting of Det. Greenberg and DAI Rister. 

Team B was assigned to interview Officer Bahou, Blam and inteiview the Suspect's child's mother 

I ealled^^^| and briefly spoke with her on the phone. She agreed to come the Vallejo 
Police Department to be interviewed. never came. I called her numerous times and she refused 

to answer my calls. 

I was present in the inteiview room when Bahou and Blain were inteiviewed. Refer to supplements for 
fmlher. 

On 02/14/18, Det. Greenberg and I spoke with Vallejo Firefighter ^^^| (|^|) at Station 21. mi 
is assigned to Engine 21. hi regards to the incident in question, he responded the 415 Carolina Street 
regarding a possible shooting where there were possibly multiple casualties. When he arrived on scene, 
he noticed the Suspect was laying on his side and handcuffed behind his back. He noticed the Suspect 
had what appeared to be two gunshot wounds to his front chest area and one to the back. He noticed 
there were chest seals placed over the wounds. He attached a cardiac monitor to the Suspect and 
confirmed the Suspect had no heart rhythm. ^^^| pronounced the Suspect deceased at 1951 horns. 

When ^^^| was tending to the Suspect, he noticed there were items of evidentiary value around the 
Suspect. He advised he did not disturb or touch any evidence. After completing his duties, he exited the 
ciime scene. 

Present with FF^^^| was CaptainEngineer U 
The inteiview with ^^^| was audio recorded.

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On 02/13, at approximately 2000 hours, I was called by Detective Sergeant RODRIGUEZ in 
regards to an officer involved shooting which had occurred in the 400 block of Carolina. 
Detective RODRIGUEZ advised he had no further info at that time and advised that this was 
going to be a call out. 

I responded to the area of the 400 block of Carolina. I made contact with detectives already 
on scene. I was advised that the suspect was identified as Ronnell FOSTER. I learned that 
the scene was located behind 415 Carolina. 

As I made my way into the rear of 415 Carolina, which is a multiunit apartment complex, I 
observed taser wiring on the ground along a wooden pathway deck that proceeded south. As 
I continued, I observed the wooden deck come to an end and several steps down into a 
concrete alcove area. I observed multiple evidence placards in the area. I observed the 
deceased lying on the ground with a yellow tarp over him. 
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Iwentto^HCarolina which is located next to 415 Carolina to the west. I spoke with a 
and her mother, at this location. I learned that both 

females were cooperative and advised them to stay in their house and some officers would 
come speak with them regarding anything they saw or heard. Both females agreed and 
waited. Both females were later contacted by Vallejo Police. See additional reports for their 
statements.

I returned to the Vallejo Police 


On 02/13/18, at approximately 2350 hours, Detectiv e ROSE, District Attorney Investigator Paul 
WILCOX, and I conducted an interview with^^^|. The interview was video recorded. The 
following is a summary of the interview. See recording for full details. 
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It should be noted that^^^^ entrance to his residence faces west into a covered canvas 
patio from which you can view the cement alcove through some bushes. 

advised that he is retired. He stated that he had been a LA Police Commissioner's 
Office Locksmith. He advised that during his time there of ten years, he would accompany the 
Los Angeles Police Department and various other agencies, such as DEA and the Sheriff's 
Office, on warrant services and evictions. He said his primary role as a locksmith was to open 
the doors and then once the scene was secured open any safes or things that require 
locksmith abilities. He said he is especially trained for this job. He advised that he did carry a 
firearm during this time and wore a bullet proof vest. He described one incident in which he 
had been shot at through the front door while trying to lock pick it. He advised that he went 
through a training program for this that took three months and required him to qualify with his 
firearm twice a year. He advised he has also worked other jobs in the past, which included 
working at Genetech at one time. 

He advised he has lived at^| Carolina Street,^, for approximately 17 years. He advised 
that for approximately the last ten years, the complex has been having problems with the 
neighbors west of them which is also an apartment complex. He advised that he manages the 
complex he lives in for a person named who he later identified He 

advised that the problems with the tenants across the yard have been going on for a long 
time, so he is constantly on the lookout for any problems. He stated he often has his front 
door opened because he is a smoker and that his front door was opened on this date. 

advised that on this date, he heard the officer coming down the walkway yelling "stop, 
stop!" He stated that he saw a person come down the steps and that the officer was pursuing 
him. He advised this was a pursuit situation and described them as being in pursuit mode and 
later stated that the way the officer was hollering stop, you could tell something was 
happening. described the walkway as a wooden deck with wood planks. He stated 

that it came from Carolina Street and down into the backyard where it then goes down some 
steps onto some concrete in an alcove. 

He advised that he saw the suspect come down the st eps in to the concrete alcove and that he 
was fighting with the officer a nd resisting the officer. later indicated the he had direct 

view of the incident. stated that he heard the officer giving commands to turn around, 

give me your hands, get down, stop. 

im^|advised that the suspect was yelling at the officer, although he did not know what the 
suspect was saying. He described the suspect's tone of voice as angry and aggressive. He 
advised that the officer tried to handcuff the suspect, but that the suspect pulled away from 
the officer, struggling with him. 
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advised the officer then deployed his taser. H e could tell it was a taser by the way it 
sounded and described t he soun d as a "ka-ka-ka-ka". stated the officer told the suspect 

"Get Down! Get Down!" advised that the suspect then got up and lunged at the 

officer. He stated that the officer then fired at the suspect approxi mately five times, 
advised the officer gave the suspect every opportunity to comply. stated he believed 

the officer was justified in what he did because the suspect was coming at him. 

Wm advised he knew the police officer was a police officer becaus e he obs erved that the 
officer was wearing an officer's uniform, had a flashlight and a taser. ^^^Bfurther advised 
that he had never seen this officer before and did not know him. I asked^^^| about the 
suspect, and he stated that he had never seen the suspect before and did not know him. 
m^advised that he did not see what happened to the flashlight or the taser after the 
shots were fired. He advised that he recognized the sound of a taser and that he use to sell 
tasers. 

]m stated that the officer tried to do everything he could to restrain the suspect. He 
indicated that the officer did not have any other choi ce but to shoot the suspect. He stated 
the suspect was willing to do anything to get away. ^^Hindicated that if the officer had not 
shot the suspect the officer would have been in trouble!^^^| indic ated t hat the officer 
could have been injured and believes the officer's life was in danger. stated that you 

could tell the suspect was not going to back off. stated that the officer took every 

opportunity to restrain the suspect and had no choice but to take the action that he took. 

im advised that although some of the co mplex h as signs stating there is video surveillance, 
there are in fact no cameras on the scene. described the people that live in the 

apartments west of his apartment and provided their names and contact information of the 
ones he had. 

advised that the incident began during the nighttime and that it was dark. He stated 
that when the incident first occurred, when he first heard the officer yelling stop, he could tell 
there was some kind of pursuit happening. He heard the officer say get down, get down, but 
stated the suspect would not get down and went at the officer. 

After the incident occurred, asked the of ficer if h e was okay. then advised the 

officer that he could open the gate to the alley, ^^^^stated that he believed the officer was 
talking on his radio, trying to direct people to hirm^^^i advised the officer that if you open 
the gate people would be able to come through it, and the officer told him to open the gate, 
which he d id. He stated that the officer told him additional officers were on their way and to 
wait which did.

OVERVIEW 

On February 13, 2018 at 2000 hours, I was contacted by Corporal Richard Botello #486 
advising of an officer involved shooting that just occurred. 

I responded to the scene at 415 Carolina Street. I accessed the scene originally through 
Kissell Alley due to the large presence of citizens attempting to access the scene. I 
photographed the scene as it was when I arrived. Corporal Botello responded to the scene 
and advised of a briefing at the Vallejo Police Department. Prior to processing the scene, I 
responded to the Vallejo Police Department to attend the briefing. At the briefing, District 
Attorney Investigator Aaron Dillon was assigned to assist Corporal Botello and I with Evidence 
Processing. Prior to responding to the scene again, I photographed Officer McMahon #702 
and collected his duty weapon and Taser. Corporal Botello, DAI Dillon, and I responded to the 
scene and completed processing, to include Deputy Coroner Smith taking possession of

After processing the scene, I responded to the Vallejo Police Department Evidence Section to 
book the property in this case. 

PURPOSE OF EXAMINATION 


To process the scene to include photographing the scene, marking property to collect, 
photograph the property to collect and collect the items of evidentiary value at the scene. 

To photograph the officer involved in the above incident and collect his duty weapon. 

To photograph, GSR and swab (S) FOSTER and document when Deputy Coroner Smith took 
possession of FOSTER. 


To download photographs into Evidence.com and book property collected at the scene and the 
Vallejo Police Department. 
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On February 13, 2018 at approximately 1940 hours, Officer McMahon was involved in a foot 
pursuit which ended in the officer discharging his duty weapon. Officer McMahon was 
removed from the scene and transported to the Vallejo Police Department. 

I first responded to the scene at 415 Carolina Street in the city of Vallejo. I entered the scene 
through Kissell Alley. The scene was in an open area behind 415 Carolina Street (southern 
direction). Upon entering the back of the scene, 415 was marked on the fence in the alley. I 
walked north down a walkway with a fence to the west and a building to the east. At the end 
of the walkway was a shed with the letter A in the top right corner of the doorway. Stairs to 
the east of the shed were photographed. A covered patio was east of the shed along with a 
walkway in between the shed and the covered patio. 

North east of the shed was FOSTER. Fie was covered with a yellow blanket. Short "patrol" 
placards were placed around FOSTER. I later replaced these placards and my report will refer 
to the placards that I placed at the scene. Seven patrol placards were located on the north 
east end of the shed. 
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Wooden stairs north of the shed were noted with chipped red paint. These stairs led to a 
cement walkway which led to the west side of 415 Carolina Street and ultimately led out to the 
street. Patrol placards were also noted in this walkway. 


I photographed the scene and was then asked to respond to the Vallejo Police Department for 
a briefing and to photograph Officer McMahon. After the briefing, Corporal Botello, DAI Dillion 
and I met with Officer R. McMahon. Fie was wearing a Vallejo Police Department uniform with 
a long sleeve shirt and a fully equipped duty belt. I photographed McMahon in uniform and 
then requested that he remove his duty belt. Fie placed his duty belt on a table in which his 
duty weapon was removed and photographed. After photographing McMahon's duty weapon, 
his weapon was rendered safe by Corporal Botello and packaged for evidence . Officer 
McMahon's duty weapon is a Glock 21 45 caliber handgun, serial number |IH- Five live 
rounds were located in McMahon's magazine. One live round was located in the chamber of 
the gun. Officer McMahon had three fully loaded magazines on his duty belt. 


Officer McMahon's Taser was photographed with number noted on the interior of 

the Taser. I collected Officer McMahon's Taser for evidence. The items remaining on 
McMahon's duty belt and the belt was returned to Officer McMahon. 


Corporal Botello, DAI Dillion, and I then respond back to the scene. I began to place my 
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yellow, tented placards near items of evidentiary value. I photographed the property with 
both my placards and patrols placards then I removed the patrol placards. My report will refer 
to the tented placards that I placed at the scene. 



Placard one marked a Taser wire located on the steps on the west side of 415 Carolina Street. 
Placard 2 marked a HTC cell phone in the walkway south of 415 Carolina Street. Placards 3 
through 8 marked expended .45 Auto casings. Placard 9 marked a Taser dart. Placard 10 is 
an expended bullet. Placard 11 is Taser cartridge and placard 12 is an expended casing. The 
items marked with these placards were collected by me prior to processing the scene on 
Carolina Street. 

Prior to the arrival of the Solano County Coroner's Office, I photographed FOSTER. He was 
lying on his right side. His blue jeans with a belt were down close to his knees. He was 
wearing red plaid boxers and I noted a black sweatshirt. A bloody tank top was noted under 
FOSTER'S black sweatshirt. FOSTER was wearing blue Nike shoes. Some contents were 
removed from his person prior to my arrival to include a bottle of Neosporin, a Mamba 
wrapper, a package of green Now & Later, five yellow Mamba's, a container of Carmex, an 
orange Now and Later package, a small bag of suspected marijuana, a small container with a 
yellow substance and a glass pipe with a bulbous bottom which appeared to be burned. I 
collected these items.

Foster was handcuffed prior to my arrival. Upon the arrival of Deputy 

Coroner Smith, the handcuffs were removed and I collected them in order to return them to 
Officer Blain #642. With Deputy Coroner Smith's permission, I processed FOSTER for GSR on 
his left and right hand. I swabbed FOSTER'S left and right hands. I also obtained a buccal 
swab from FOSTER and swabbed his face.

FOSTER was placed in a white sealed body bag which contained blue seal #136649 and 
Solano County Coroner's case number 2018-0159.

CRIME SCENE INVESTIGATION - SUPPLEMENTAL REPORT 


OVERVIEW 


On Tuesday, February 13, 2018 at 1950 hours, I was contacted by Detective Lieutenant Joe 
Iacono #553 advising of an officer involved shooting that just occurred. Lt. Iacono requested 
that I call out Senior Police Assistant Stephanie Dailey #2053 and that we respond to the 
scene. 

I responded to the scene at 415 Carolina Street. I accessed the scene through Kissell Alley 
and met with Senior P.A. Dailey who responded to the scene and was taking overall 
photographs. I advised her of a briefing at the Vallejo Police Department, and when she 
finished we responded to the Police Department for the briefing. 

At the briefing, District Attorney Investigator Aaron Dillon was assigned to assist Senior P.A. 
Dailey and me with Evidence Processing. 

Prior to responding to the scene again, Senior P.A. Dailey, DAI Dillon and I met with Officer 
McMahon #702 to photograph him, collected his duty weapon and his Taser. 

Corporal Botello, DAI Dillon, and I responded to the scene and completed processing, to 
include Solano County Deputy Sheriff/ Coroner Smith taking possession of FOSTER. 

After processing the scene, I responded to the Vallejo Police Department Evidence Section to 
book the property in this case. 

EVENT DESCRIPTION 


On February 13, 2018 at approximately 1940 hours, Officer McMahon was involved in a foot 
pursuit which led to an Officer involved shooting. 
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I first responded to the scene at 415 Carolina Street in the city of Vallejo. I entered the scene 
through Kissell Alley. The scene was in an open patio area behind 415 Carolina Street 
(southern direction). Upon entering the scene from the alley, 415 was marked on the fence in 
the alley. I walked north down a walkway with a fence to the west and a building to the east. 
At the end of the walkway was a shed with the letter A in the top right corner of the doorway. 
Stairs to upper unit were to the east of the shed. A covered patio was east of the shed along 
with a walkway in between the shed and the covered patio. 



North east of the shed was FOSTER. He was covered with a yellow blanket. Short "patrol" 
placards were placed around FOSTER indicating items of evidence marked by Patrol. These 
placards were later replaced by our own evidence placards and reflected in P.A. Dailey's 
report. 

Wooden stairs north of the shed were noted with chipped red paint. These stairs led to a 
cement walkway which led to the west side of 415 Carolina Street and ultimately led out to the 
street. Patrol placards were also noted in this walkway. 

Senior P.A. Dailey photographed the scene and then I asked her to respond to the Vallejo 
Police Department for a briefing and to photograph Officer McMahon. After the briefing, 
Senior P.A. Dailey, DAI Dillion and I met with Officer R. McMahon. He was wearing a Vallejo 
Police Department uniform with a long sleeve shirt and a fully equipped duty belt. Officer 
McMahon was photographed in full uniform, and then requested that he remove his duty belt. 
He placed his duty belt on a table in which his duty weapon was removed and photographed. 
After photographing Officer McMahon's duty weapon, his weapon was rendered safe by myself 
and packaged for eviden ce. Of ficer McMahon's duty weapon is a Glock 21 .45 caliber 
handgun, serial number Five live rounds were located in Officer McMahon's 

magazine. One live round was located in the chamber of the gun. Officer McMahon had three 
fully loaded magazines on his duty belt. 

Officer McMahon's Taser (X-26P) was photographed with number noted on the 

interior of the Taser. Officer McMahon's Taser did not have a live cartridge in the Taser upon 
removing it from its holster. I collected Officer McMahon's Taser for evidence. The items 
remaining on Officer McMahon's duty belt and the belt was returned to Officer McMahon. 

Senior P.A. Dailey, DAI Dillion, and I then respond back to the scene. Senior P.A. Dailey then 
began to place my yellow, tented placards near items of evidentiary value and photographed 
the property with both my placards and patrols placards. She then removed the patrol placards 
and her report will refer to the tented placards that she placed at the scene. 


Placard one marked a Taser wire located on the steps on the west side of 415 Carolina Street. 
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Placard 2 marked a HTC cell phone in the walkway south of 415 Carolina Street. Placards 3 
through 8 marked expended .45 Auto casings. Placard 9 marked a Taser dart. Placard 10 is 
an expended bullet. Placard 11 is Taser cartridge and placard 12 is an expended casing. 



Prior to the arrival of the Solano County Coroner's Office, Senior P.A. Dailey photographed 
FOSTER. He was lying on his right side. His blue jeans with a belt were down close to his 
knees. He was wearing red plaid boxers and I noted a black sweatshirt. A bloody tank top 
was noted under FOSTER'S black sweatshirt. FOSTER was wearing blue Nike shoes. Some 
contents were removed from his person prior to my arrival to include a bottle of Neosporin, a 
Mamba wrapper, a package of green Now & Later, five yellow Mamba's, a container of 
Carmex, an orange Now and Later package, a small bag of suspected marijuana, a small 
container with a yellow substance and a glass pipe with a bulbous bottom which appeared to 
be burned. Senior P.A. Dailey collected these items. 

Foster was handcuffed prior to our arrival. Upon the arrival of Deputy 

Coroner Smith, the handcuffs were removed and they were collected in order to return them 
to Officer Blain #642. With Deputy Coroner Smith's permission, P.A. Dailey processed FOSTER 
for GSR on his left and right hand. P.A. Dailey also swabbed FOSTER'S left and right hands, 
and obtained a buccal swab from FOSTER and swabbed his face. 

FOSTER was placed in a white sealed body bag which contained blue seal #136649 and 
Solano County Coroner's case number 2018-0159. The bag was sealed at 0218 hours on 
February 14, 2018. 

I advised Senior P.A. Dailey that there was additional evidence on Carolina Street. After 
processing the scene to the back of 415 Carolina Street, P.A. Dailey responded to Carolina 
Street where she photographed and collected evidence on the street.

On 2/13/18, while assisting Vallejo Police Department with their investigation as 
part of the Solano County Officer Involved Fatal Incident Protocol Team, I was 
assigned to Team B to assist VPD Detective Robert Greenberg and VPD 
Detective Terry Schillinger. Our role was to int erview the witness officers and 
Ronell FOSTER’S child's mother ^^|^^^who made a domestic violence 
report to police approximately 90 minutes before the fatal incident. 


Narrative: 

On 2/13/18, I responded to the 400 block of Carolina Street in Vallejo for an 
officer involved fatal incident as part of the Solano County Officer Involved Fatal 
Incident Protocol Team. Upon my arrival, I was escorted by VPD Sgt. Bobby 
Knight to the rear of 415 Carolina Street. 


Once I walked the scene, I responded to the Vallejo Police Department for 
briefing.

While waiting for to arrive, Detective Schillinger, Detective Greenberg 

and I interviewed VPD Officer Bahou. The interview was audio and video 
recorded. Detective Greenberg was the primary interviewer. Refer to Detective 
Greenberg’s report for details of Officer Bahou's statement. 

Detective Schillinger, Detective Greenberg and I then interviewed VPD Officer 
Amanda Blain. I was the primary interviewer. Officer Blain told us the following 
in summary: 

Officer Blain said that she was on duty in full uniform as part of a two-man patrol 
unit with Officer Jason Bahou. Officer Blain said that she and Officer Bahou 
were operating a fully marked black and white patrol vehicle. 

Officer Blain said at approximately 2040 hours, she and Officer Bahou responded 
from the police department to an officer needs assistance call in the area of 
Marin Street and Florida Street. Officer Blain said that the officer (referring to 
Officer Ryan McMahon) attempted to make a bicycle stop but the rider failed to 
yield. Officer Blain said Officer McMahon stated that they were westbound on 
Florida Street and "that was it for the moment”, meaning no more radio updates 
were provided. 

Officer Blain said the next thing they heard on the radio was “shots fired”. Officer 
Blain said there was some confusion about Officer McMahon’s location. Officer 
Blain said originally, they were directed to the alley south of 415 Carolina Street. 
Officer Blain said there was a patrol unit in front of them as they turned 
westbound into said alley. Officer Blain said she then saw an adult white male 
opening the side of a fence and he directed them to Officer McMahon. Officer 
Blain said Officer McMahon was located in the courtyard north of the alley and 
south of 415 Carolina Street. 

Officer Blain said once on scene, she saw Officer McMahon standing with his 
service weapon drawn and another subject (later identified as Ronell FOSTER) 
lying in the bushes. Officer Blain said the Officer McMahon might have said that 
FOSTER had not been searched, but she was not sure. 

Officer Blain said FOSTER was just lying in the bushes not moving. Officer Blain 
said FOSTER’S left hand was under his body out of their view. Officer Blain said 
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that Officer Bahou, Officer Ryan McLaughlin and Officer David McLaughlin were 
all there so she went “hands on" with FOSTER and pulled his left hand out to 
handcuff it. Officer Blain said the other officers were giving FOSTER direction 
not to move etcetera. Officer Blain said one of the other officers grabbed 
FOSTER’S right hand and she was able to handcuff it to his left hand. 

Officer Blain said they pulled FOSTER from the bushes and began “life saving 
measures”. Officer Blain said she checked FOSTER for weapons and found 
none. 

Officer Blain said that the scene was cold, dry, and clear. Officer Blain said the 
lighting in the area was “not super well-lit but not pitch black”. Officer Blain said 
there was lighting to the rear of where Officer McMahon had been standing, 
approximately four solar powered patio lights that did not give off much light and 
a light on the side of one of the apartment buildings I the area. Officer Blain said 
she used a flash light to handcuff and to search FOSTER. 

Officer Blain said that she did not see Officer McMahon after she turned around 
from securing FOSTER. Officer Blain said Officer McMahon seemed "shaken” 
when she arrived. Officer Blain said she had seen Officer McMahon earlier in the 
shift, but did not notice anything different about his uniform after the incident 
occurred.

EXTERNAL EXAMINATION 

The body is that of a normally developed, normally nourished male appearing the reported age of 33 
years. The clothing on the body consists of a pair of blue jeans with a black belt at the level of the 
mid-thigh, a black tennis shoe and white sock on the left foot, a black hooded sweatshirt that says 
"California" on the front, a pair of plaid red boxer shorts, a black t-shirt and a white undershirt. A 
matching shoe and a black sock are submitted with the body. The left ear is pierced and there is a 
white metal stud with a large clear stone through the piercing. The right earlobe is pierced as well 
and a matching earring is found in the body bag. Around the neck is a gold-colored necklace with a 
gold-colored pendant. The pocket of the jeans are several candies and two small clear plastic bags, 
one of which contains a white powder, the other which contains crystals. Examination of the 
sweatshirt reveals a gunshot in the upper left front, a gunshot in the left sleeve, three holes on the 
upper left back, one gunshot hole in the mid right back, and one hole on the right front. In the black 
t-shirt, there are three bullet holes in the left back, one hole in the right back, one in the left sleeve, 
one in the left shoulder, and one in the upper right front. The body measures 5'11" and weighs 169 
pounds. The head is symmetrical. The scalp is covered with short black hair of normal male 
distribution. There is a beard and mustache. The face is symmetrical. The irides are brown, and the 
pupils are round and equal. The sclerae and conjunctivae are clear. The external ears, nose and lips 
are normally developed. There is no evidence of fracture or hemorrhage of the nose or mouth. The 
buccal mucosa and tongue show no lesions. The teeth are intact and in adequate repair. The ears 
reveal no evidence of trauma or hemorrhage. The neck is symmetrical and the trachea is palpable in 
the midline. The chest, abdomen, back, upper and lower extremities are normally developed. The 
abdomen is slightly protuberant, and there are no visible abdominal scars. The external genitalia are 
those of a normal adult male. There are no needle tracks in the antecubital fossae. There are no 
transverse scars on the wrists. The hands, fingers, and fingertips are intact and reveal no trauma. 
There are multiple tattoos on the body including "Valle" on the posterior left forearm, "CAT" on the 
anterior left forearm, an unidentifiable word on the lateral left forearm, several tattoos on the left 
side of the neck, a tattoo on the right side of the neck which says "Rene", a tattoo on the posterior 
upper right arm which appears to be a plant leaf and "Est 06", an unidentifiable tattoo on the lateral 
right forearm, several tattoos on the posterior right forearm, a tattoo on the posterior right hand, 
and a tattoo on the posterior left hand. 

EVIDENCE OF MEDICAL THERAPY 

There are plastic patches on the right chest, the upper left flank, and the upper right flank. There are 
EKG pads on the chest and abdomen. 

EXTERNAL EVIDENCE OF INJURY 

There are approximately seven abrasions on the anterior right knee measuring up to 2 cm. On the 
medial mid lower left leg there is a deep linear 4 cm abrasion. On the right cheek, 3 cm lateral to the

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right eye, there is a superficial 5 mm abrasion. On the right frontal scalp just above the hairline is a 
deep 2 cm laceration. 

There are seven gunshot wounds to the body. They are numbered 1-7 for convenience sake only. 
There is no soot or stippling about any of the entry defects, making all seven gunshot wounds of 
distant or indeterminate range. 

Gunshot wound number 1 is a fatal gunshot wound through the abdomen and right chest. The entry 
defect is located on the left lower quadrant of the abdomen at a point 49 cm below the top of the 
shoulder and 16 cm to the left of the anterior midline. The entry defect is oblong measuring 1.2 cm. 
There is a superior 3 x 5 cm abrasion. The projectile enters the left side of the abdomen. Passes 
through the lower pole of the left kidney, passes through the abdominal aorta at the entry of the 
right renal artery, passes through the right lobe of the liver, passes through the right hemidiaphragm, 
passes through the base of the right lung, and ends up free in the lower right chest cavity where a full 
metal jacketed, mushroomed, large caliber projectile is recovered. This projectile, and all recovered 
projectiles, are given to Evidence Technician Dailey of the Vallejo P.D. The path of gunshot wound 
number 1 is from the victim's left to right and up. 

Gunshot wound number 2 is a fatal gunshot wound of the left chest. The entry defect is located on 
the lateral left mid back at a point 23 cm below the top of the shoulder and 15 cm to the left of the 
posterior midline. The entry defect is round measuring 1 cm with a 2 mm symmetrical abrasion 
margin. The projectile enters the left chest cavity through the lateral 5 th rib and 5 th intercostal space 
leaving a large defect, passes through the left upper lung lobe and exits the left chest at a point 32 cm 
below the top of the head and 1.5 cm to the left of the anterior midline. The exit defect is oblong and 
measures 1.5 cm. The path of gunshot wound number 2 is from the victim's left to right, back to 
front, and up. 

Gunshot wound number 3 is a fatal gunshot wound of the left and right chest. The entry defect 
appears to be the same entry as the entry of gunshot wound 2. It then passes through the left lower 
lung lobe, passes across the thoracic aorta just below the great vessels, passes through the right 
upper lung lobe and exits on the posterolateral upper right chest wall at a point 18 cm below the top 
of the shoulder, 25 cm to the right of the anterior midline. The exit defect is rectangular and 
measures 2 cm. The path of gunshot wound number 3 is from the victim's left to right, back to front, 
and up. 

Gunshot wound number 4 is a fatal gunshot wound of the head. The entry defect is located on the 
superior left parietal scalp at a point 7.5 cm above the right ear. It is round measuring 6 mm. The 
bullet enters the cranial cavity, passes across the left occipital lobe, passes across the pons, passes 
across the right occipital lobe, and comes to rest in the right temple just above the right ear, where a 
large caliber, copper-jacketed, mushroomed bullet is recovered. The path of gunshot wound number 
4 is from the victim's left to right and back to front. 

Gunshot wound number 5 is a non-fatal gunshot wound to the back. The entry defect is located on 
the lateral lower left shoulder at a point 10 cm below the top of the shoulder and 23 cm to the left of 
the posterior midline. It is oblong measuring 1.5 cm. The projectile passes through the left shoulder 
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and comes to rest under the mid left clavicle, where a large caliber, copper-jacketed, mushroomed 

projectile is recovered. The path of gunshot wound number 5 is from the victim's back to front and 
up. 

Gunshot wound number 6 is a non-fatal gunshot wound to the right back. The entry defect is located 
on the lateral mid right back at a point 27 cm below the top of the shoulder and 13 cm to the right of 
the posterior midline. The entry defect is round measuring 6 mm with a 1 cm medial abrasion. The 
bullet passes through the right scapula and exits on the lower anterior right shoulder 6 cm below the 
top of the shoulder. The exit defect is rectangular measuring 2 cm. The path of gunshot wound 
number 6 is from the victim's back to front and up. 

Gunshot wound number 7 is a gunshot wound of the left arm. The entry defect is located on the 
posterior mid left forearm at a point 30 cm above the fingertips. The entry defect is oblong 
measuring 2 cm. The bullet passes through the left forearm, fracturing the ulna, and exits on the 
posterolateral left elbow 47 cm above the fingertips. The exit defect measures 2.5 x 6 cm. The bullet 
then briefly passes through the skin of the posterolateral left elbow just 4 cm above the previously- 
described exit leaving a 5 cm round defect. The path of gunshot wound number 7 is from the victim's 
right to left, back to front, and up. 


Three other bullets are recovered outside the body; one on the right sleeve of the sweatshirt, one 
from the right side of the t-shirt, and one lying freely in the body bag adjacent to the left side of the 
neck. All three bullets are copper-jacketed, large caliber, mushroomed projectiles.

The body is examined using the thoraco-abdominal and posterior scalp incisions.

The reflected scalp shows several contusions in the midline from the frontal area to the vertex, and a 
10 cm contusion in the left occipital scalp. The calvarium shows an entry defect approximately on the 
left side of the vertex. There is a large linear fracture extending anteriorly and a large linear fracture 
extending posteriorly from this entry defect. The base of the skull is unremarkable. The left temporal 
muscle shows hemorrhage. On removal of the calvarium, there is no evidence of epidural, subdural, 
or subarachnoid hemorrhage. The leptomeninges are thin and delicate. The tentorium, cerebellum, 
and falx are intact. The vessels at the base of the brain have a normal configuration and show no 
atherosclerosis. The brain is symmetrical and weighs 1458 grams. The convolutionary pattern is 
smooth and symmetrical. There is no evidence of herniation or softening. Multiple coronal sections 
show the previously-described wound path through the brain. The cerebellum, mid-brain, and 
medulla show no abnormalities. The dura is stripped and reveals linear fractures in the left posterior 
and right posterior cranial fossae, a fracture of the right orbital roof, a fracture and an exit defect in 
the lateral right middle cranial fossa.
